Whether it's pulling trophy Coho salmon, Chinook salmon or lake trout from a boat on 


Lake Michigan or leisurely trying for panfish from an inland lake, Racine County is a terrific 
destination for fishing enthusiasts. 


* Lake Michigan - Of the more than 300 miles of its shoreline, the 25 miles in the Racine vicinity are a 2 
“sweet spot” for sport fishing that produce 38% of all fish caught on charter boats іп the state of Wisconsin. 2 
A good way to try Lake Michigan fishing is through Fishing Charters of Racine, an association of 11 licensed J^ 
charter captains.

* Root River - Winding through parts of Racine and Mount Pleasant, this river is renowned for fly fishing as large 
trout and salmon make their way upstream to spawn during the spring and fall.

* Fox River - Located in the western part of the county through parts of Waterford, Rochester and Burlington, this scenic stream holds walleye, 
bass, catfish and a variety of panfish. 


* Inland lakes - While our great lake is the star of the fishing show, don't overlook Browns, Eagle and Wind lakes for walleye, bass and bluegill.

ot Blue Mave First 


North Beach became the first Wisconsin beach to earn the Blue Wave 
Beach designation from the National Clean Beaches Council in 2004. 
Since then, it has made lots of national lists, including Top 5 Best 
Freshwater Beach (USA Today), Top 10 Family Friendly Beach (Parents 
magazine) and Top City Beach (Midwest Living magazine). 


You can enjoy a snack or beverage, and catch live music under the 
palm trees at the Beachside Oasis during the summer months. A 
community of volunteers built the adjacent Kids' Cove nautical-themed 
playground. A wheelchair-accessible walkway extends across the sand 
to the water’s edge. 


Seneral Safety Rules 


To keep the beach safe for everyone, North Beach has a few safety 
guidelines for patrons: 


* Pets (excluding service animals) аге not permitted on the beach. 


“ No motorboats, windsurfers or floating devices (i.e., water wings, 
inner tubes, rafts) are allowed in the protected swim area. 


* Keep the lifeguard chairs, boats and rescue boards free from 
obstructions. With over 50 acres of beautifully groomed sand and 
water, and 2,500 feet of shoreline, there is plenty of sand to spread out! 


“ Motorized vehicles, alcoholic beverages (except within the Oasis 
area), glass containers and fire pits are not allowed on the beach.

The Racine Zoo, 2131 N. Main St., is a local treasure. 


Located along Lake Michigan, just north of Downtown, the 
zoo cares for more than 100 different species of animals, 
including more than 50 endangered species. Visitors are 
invited to immerse themselves in numerous interactive 
exhibits like hand-feeding friendly birds in the aviary, walking 
among wallaroos and kangaroos in Walkabout Creek, and 
petting domestic animals from around the globe in the 
Barnyard Safari. 


A trip to the zoo is an opportunity to observe lions, Amur 
tigers, black rhinos, Andean bears, wallaroos, orangutans, 
penguins, meerkats and more. Visitors may also hand-feed 
the Masai giraffes at the North Shore Bank Giraffe Encounter. 


The 28-acre setting is packed with fun features including two 
playgrounds, the ZooChoo Express train, picnic areas and 
Мах & Jenny’s Jungle Grill. It's an easy walk for kids and 
seniors. The zoo hosts many special events throughout the 
year, including Egg-Stravaganza, the Animal Crackers Concert 
Series, the Classic Car, Truck and Bike Show, Boo at the Zoo, 
Roar and Pour, and others targeted to kids and adults. 


The Racine Zoo and gift shop are open every day of the year 
(except Christmas Day). Admission rates are very reasonable 
and parking is free.

Making the Loo Sensory Inclusive 


In 2018, the Racine Zoo became Wisconsin's first zoo — and 
only the seventh institution accredited by the Association of 
Zoos and Aquariums — to receive certification as a Sensory 
Inclusive facility through a partnership with KultureCity. 


The certification, which included extensive staff training, 
has better prepared the Zoo to assist guests with sensory 
sensitivities. These challenges are often experienced by 
individuals with autism, dementia, post-traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD) and other similar conditions. 


Sensory bags, equipped with noise-canceling headphones, 
fidget tools, verbal cue cards and weighted lap pads, are 
available at the entrance gate to all zoo guests who may find 
themselves overwhelmed by overstimulation and noise. The 
zoo also has designated headphone zones and quiet areas. 


KultureCity is a leading non-profit recognized for using 
resources to revolutionize and effect change in the community 
for those with sensory needs. The organization has created 
sensory inclusive venues at events like the NFL Pro Bowl and 
the NFL Super Bowl, and at 26 sports stadiums.

Historic architecture calls Racine County home 


SC Johnson Administration Building - In 1936, third 
generation SC Johnson leader H.F. Johnson Jr. sought 
out the architect Frank Lloyd Wright to create an 
innovative headquarters building for the international 
consumer products company. The SC Johnson 
Administration Building, which opened in 1939, is 
celebrated as one of the top 25 buildings of the 20th 
century. Its Great Workroom, supported by a series 
of unique, concrete dendriform columns, is truly a 
work of art. The adjacent, 15-story Wright-designed 
Research Tower, opened in 1950, is constructed on 
the cantilever principle off a center core. 


Also on the SC Johnson headquarters campus 

is the Golden Rondelle Theater, originally built 

as the company's pavilion for the 1964-65 New 
York World's Fair. Today, the building continues to 
function as a theater for both company and public 
events. Visitors to SC Johnson can arrange to view 
the Academy Award-winning film "To Be Alive!" and 
the documentary "Carnaüba: A Son's Memoir," which 
tells a remarkable story of family and adventure. 
The headquarters campus tour also includes 
Fortaleza Hall, which houses a replica of a Sikorsky 
5-38 amphibious aircraft, the SC Johnson Gallery: 
At Home with Frank Lloyd Wright, a Wright library 
and a gift shop. 1525 Howe St., Racine. Tours are 
free and open to the public.

Sam. In 1959, the property was converted into a conference center, now known as The 
Johnson Foundation at Wingspread.

Each year, from mid-April to mid-October, 
scores of families make their way to Racine 
County's campgrounds at Cliffside and 
Sanders parks. Whether traveling from far 
away or from just down the road, they come 
to enjoy the campgrounds' wooded refuge 
and delight in Wisconsin's natural beauty. 


With acres of outdoor activities from hiking 
and biking to softball and soccer, Racine 
County campgrounds make a great vacation 
or weekend getaway destination for both 
young and old alike. 


Nestled on a cliff along the shores of 
beautiful Lake Michigan is Cliffside Park, 

one of two Racine County parks that offer 
camping. The 233-acre site located at 

7320 Michna Road in Caledonia offers 91 
campsites, each big enough to accommodate 
up to a 45' camper/trailer. In addition 
each campsite has water, electric hookup 
(20/30/50) and a fire ring. The campground 
also features an on-site dump station. 


Cliffside Park campground offers a number 
of amenities including comfort stations with 
sinks, toilets and walk-in showers along with 
two playgrounds and two shelter areas with 
picnic tables, grills and electric. 


You'll never be bored while camping at 
Cliffside. With basketball courts, soccer 
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and baseball fields and nearby bike 
trails, there are plenty of opportunities 
for family fun. 


A bit further south, near the Racine/ 
Kenosha county line, you will find Sanders 
Park. Situated on 80 acres in the Village 
of Mount Pleasant, Sanders Park is 
located at 4809 Wood Road. This wooded 
campground features 23 smaller, more 
primitive campsites, although several sites 
offer electric and water hookups, and all 
sites include a fire ring. These sites are 
best suited for tent camping or small 
pop-up campers. An on-site comfort 
station provides toilets, sinks and 
showers for campers. 


Sanders Park features a scenic nature trail 
through 20 wooded acres that have been 
designated a State Scientific area. A number 


of short hiking trails run throughout the park. 


There is a picnic shelter with an open- 
hearth fireplace along with a large open 
area in the center of the park, which is 
perfect for all varieties of outdoor activities. 


Camping reservations for either of 
these parks can be made online at 
www.racinecounty.com. To reserve the 
picnic shelter, please contact Racine 
County Public Works at 262-886-8440. 


During any season, River Bend is a 
wonderful place for a day of adventure 
and has the equipment to get you 
enjoying the natural habitat during the 
colder months. 


Cross-country ski and snowshoe rentals 
are available once there is at least 4 
inches of snow on the ground for $12 plus 
tax per person per session. Cross-country 
ski equipment includes skis, poles and 
boots. Learn more at riverbendracine.org. 
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An adventure is waiting for you just around 
the river bends of the Fox and Root rivers in 
Racine County. 


The Fox River Water Trail runs 14 miles in 
western Racine County from a put-in at the 
Tichigan Conservation Area to a take-out 
at Burlington’s Bushnell Park. Allow 7 to 9 
hours for the entire trip. 


The Root River in eastern Racine County 
has several beautiful stretches of water. It 

is accessible from the River Bend Nature 
Center in Caledonia and from Island Park 
and the Root River Environmental Education 
Center in Racine.

SEVEN WATERS TRAIL 

14 miles. Runs between Congress Street in 
Burlington and the Racine-Milwaukee county 
line. Passes through villages of Rochester 
and Waterford and the town of Norway. 
Off-road trail. 


WHITE RIVER STATE TRAIL 

Eastern leg runs 7 miles from Burlington's 
Bushnell Park to the Town of Dover. 
Western leg begins just west of Burlington 
(just off Spring Valley Road) and runs 12 
miles into Walworth County. Off-road trail. 
User fee required.

Apple Orchards 


Fall in Wisconsin means it’s time for apple 
picking and family fun. Racine is fortunate to 
have many award-winning orchards spread 
throughout our county where families can 
pick their own apples, pick up some fresh 
apple cider and/or find the perfect Halloween 
pumpkin and gourds. 


Among our many orchards is Apple Holler, 
5006 S. Sylvania Ave., in Sturtevant. The 78- 
acre orchard was even featured on US News. 
Apple Holler boasts a full farm-to-table 
restaurant, bakery and gift shop, and offers 
loads of family fun. From hayrides to sleigh 
rides and a variety of barnyard animals 

for the kids, there is always something for 
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everyone to enjoy year-round. They even 


offer a charming/rustic venue space available 


for weddings and events. 


A bit further north, you'll find The Orchard 
Store at Old Homestead located at 7814 
Raynor Ave., in Franskville. Along with apple 
picking, you'll also find a gift store offering 
a number of jams, jellies, maple syrup, 
pumpkins in the fall and unique gift items. 
The orchard also offers a picnic area and 
kids play area. 


Heading a bit west, check out Brightonwoods 
Orchards, 1072 288th Ave., in Burlington, 

for fresh-picked apples, homemade apple 
cider, jams and jellies. A unique feature of 
this orchard is a separate on-site winery and 
distillery — AEppeltreow Winery and Distillery. 


You'll find another seasonal pumpkin farm in 
Sturtevant at 11823 Durand Ave. The Land of 
the Giants pumpkin farm features thousands 
of pumpkins for picking, hayrides, train rides, 
a corn maze, play area and animals for kids 
to feed including pigs, goats and llamas. 
Inside the barn, you'll find Halloween and fall 
décor along with tasty snacks like popcorn 
and hot dogs, as well as drinks. 


Whether heading out of or into the city, you 
most likely will drive by Borzynski's Farm 
and Floral Market, 115600 Washington Ave., 
in Racine. This year-round market features 


a wide variety of fresh fruits and vegetables, 
flowers, décor and gifts, and a great little 
deli and bakery. Their specialty foods include 
Made in Wisconsin items, honey, cheeses, 
dips and spreads along with a variety of 
jams, jellies and sauces. 


Heading north on Highway H to Franksville, 
you will find Swan's Pumpkin Farm, 5930 
Highway H. Select your perfect pumpkin from 
acres of pumpkins of all sizes. This seasonal 
pumpkin farm/market offers caramel apples, 
fresh kettle corn and apple cider donuts 
among numerous other fall favorites. Swan's 
Pumpkin farm features hayrides and a 
petting zoo for the young and young at heart.
